NEW HOSE COUPLKO.—YYe witnessed 


yesterday, with Rome two or three hundred 
others, a trial of the new Hose Coupling 
recently invented by Messrs. R. B. Law- 
ton and W. 11. Bliss, of this city. 
The 


result was entirely satisfactory to the gen- 
tlemen present, among whom were several 
experienced firemen. One great advan- 
tage which this coupling possesses over 
those in general use is, that hy it the 
hose can he got ready at a lire in one-fifth 
the time required by the presen', style of 
coupling. 
Another leading advantage is, 


that there is no difficulty arising from twists 
in the hose, as the coupling will revolve 
by the action of the water till the hose are 
clear. The coupling can also be adjusted 
while the water is passing through Ihe 
hose, without stopping the engine, as was 
demonstrated at the trial yesterday—all of 
which are advantages which will he readily 
understood and appreciated by firemen.

eflect a coupling while the engine was 
in motion.
